Mayor C. Dewitt 
Taylor 
presents his annual report to 
the voters of Palatine in this 
issue. The total expenditures 
for general village purposes 
are nearly 
$14,000 and 
for 
handling that large 
amount 
of business the board of trus­ 
tees. including the president, 
received the sum of $180 or 
$26 each. 
The water rents of the year 
reached the sum of $3,324.64 
—the largest in the history 
of the village. 
This is $600 
in excess over all expenses 
of that department including 
a new' dynamo, repairs 
on 
pump 
and 
other 
improve­ 
ments. 
$2400 was paid to the Pub­ 
lic Service Co. for light and 
power the past 12 months. 
$80 was spent for road oil. 
In addition to that amount 
about $1,000 was spent 
for 
street improvement. 
The biggest one item of ex- 
B 


nditure was for the public 
nefits, lawyers fees, print­ 
ing and special 
assessments 
against village lots on account 
of the five new water mains 
that were laid last fall. 
The 
total of these is over $2,000. 
The general bonded indebt­ 
edness of the village is only 
$4,300.

who is under orthodentic care 
(straightening of tedth). fortun­ 
ately visits the dentist

more often than does the aver­ 
age child. 
Thus he has the ad­ 
vantage of frequent dental pro­ 
phylaxis (pro-fil-aks’-is). 
Some 
children are more susceptible to 
dental decay than are others. 
D. Y. Burrill reports an in­ 
teresting study on the effect of 
orthodentic treatm ent on caries 
(decay) 
susceptibility 
in 
the 
Journal of Dental Research. 
He 
made clinical and bacteriological 
tests of the mouths of 25 pa­ 
tients before and 
during 
the 
course of orthodentic treatment. 
Children who w'ere very suscep­ 
tible to decay became less sus­ 
ceptible during treatment. 
Chil­ 
dren of low susceptibility tend­ 
ed to become more susceptible. 
A third group of high average 
susceptibility was unpredictable,
